serving in Congress lie was appointed 
colonel of the 1st Mississippi regiment 
and resigning his seat, he met it at New 
Orleans and soon joined Gen. Taylor on 
the Rio Grande. His gallantrv at Mon- 
terey and Buena Vista was the subject 
of favorable mention by Oen. Taylor and 
he was justly regarded as one of the he- 
roes of the Mexican war. lteturning 
home after the expiration of the term 
for which his regiment had enlisted, he 
was in 1840 appointed to the U. S. Sen- 
ate to fill a vacancy, being subsequently 
elected by the legislature. He was a bit- 
ter opponent of the compromise of 1830, 
lielieving the measure fatal to bis sec- 
tion. In 1851 lie resigned his seat to 
make the race for member of the State 
Convention on the State’s Rights ticket 
against the Clay tVhigs and compromise 
democrats, but was defeated by Mr. 
Foote, their candidate. 

His next public office was that of Sec- 
retary of War, to which he was appoint- 
ed by Franklin Pierce, which lie tilled 
with great honor till lie was again elect- 
ed to the Senate. In the tempestuous 
times succeeding Buchanan's inaugura- 
tien he was the most prominent defend- 
er of his section and the ablest exponent 
of State’s Rights, which lie always cham- 
pioned. 

Tue crisis had now come. War was in- 
evitable and Mississippi having seceded 
January 0, 1801, Mr. Davis resigned his 
place in the Senate and returning to bis 
State was given command of the State 
militia, and he began at once to organize 
the State on a w ar basis. < »n February 
5th. he was chosen president of the Con- 
federate States by a convention of the 
seceding States, held at Montgomery, 
Ala. He was inaugurated Feb. lstb and 
all possibility of a peaceful separation 
having been dispelled, he began to or- 
ganize his government and prepare for 
war, which started in earnest when F’ort 
Sumpter was fired on April 12. The seat 
of government was removed to Rich- 
mond, Va., in May, where Mr. Davis re- 
mained till its downfall in 1805. While 
trying to escape to the South he was cap- 
tured and placed in Fort Monroe, where 
he was held for two years, being in the 
meantime indicted for treason. He was 
never tried, however, and being admit- 
ted to bail in the sum of $100,000, with 
Horace Greely and other noted north- 
erners as surety, he was permitted to re- 
turn to his Mississippi home. Broken 
in fortune, but not in spirit, lie declined 
the many otters of pecuniary aid, until 
Mrs. Dorsey bequeathed him her hand- 
some estate at Beauvoir, Miss., where In- 
lived till a few weeks before his death, 
when he went to New Orleans on busi- 
ness, was taken sick and died there. He 
never lost fait li in the doctrine of State

—The death of Jefferson Davis re- 
moves the last of the four great figures 
of the civil war. Lincoln, lz*e, Grant 
and Davis w ere the central leaders of the 
great war. 

—Henry Carlton, known as "Hand- 
some Harry," whs hung at New 3 ork 
for the murder of a policeman. He met 
death with a smile and died with hardly 
a struggle. 

—The Court of Appeals lias reversed 
the case of the Commonwealth against 
the negro boy F.iubry, alias Clark, a na- 
tive of Richmond, sentenced to lx- hung 
at Beattyville. 

—Five murders have resulted from the 
seduction of a Miss Warman by a fellow 
named Hamlin, in Pulaski, and a feud is 
gathering which will burst in even great- 
er fury in a few days. 

—Speaker Reed lias appointed on the 
Committee on Rules with himself two 
ex-speakers, Carlisle and Randall, and 
two defeated candidates for t he office, 
McKinley and Cannon. 

—Joe Cole, a negro burglur, while try- 
ing to break into a store at Auburn, was 
shot and killed by A. M. Crewdson, a 
St. Louis drummer, who had lieen sum- 
moned to help catch the rohlier. 

— A morphine eating beau at St. Louis 
shot the girl, her pa, her sister and her 
brother, all perhaps fatally and then 
killed himself. The old man had raised 
a row about his visiting the girl.

i (Miration is in its very nature more or 
i loss of a monopoly. It is a kind of legal- 
| ized cjui.piracy among a luinilier of men 
to do something which none of them 

I could do separately. In olden times 
corporations were regarded iu tikis light. 

. and had to pay large sums to tho kiiig 
l or to tho state for their charter of incur- 
I potation. 

, Even in these modern days the state 
- does not recklessly confer privileges on 
favored individuals. Corporations aro 
i expressly prohibited by law from cn- 
*• gaging in any other pursuits than those 
for which they have been incorporated. 
In most cases they are forbidden by the 
state to amalgamate with similar bodies 
or take any other steps at tho dictation 
of a majority of the stockholders which 
might impair or render powerless the 
rights of the minority. So that a com- 
bination. which really amounts to amal- 
gamation. of several cor|iorations, with- 
out the express sanction of tho state, is 
, illegal, and can be punished, so far as tho 
corporation is concerned, by the forfeit- 
j uio of its charter. 

But tho real objection to trust* does 
not lie in their combining together, or in 
the pooling of their interests. It lies in 
tlte illegal methods which aro too often 
used by such combinations to crush out 
competition. If two parties, A and B, 
sell sugar in a village, it is perfectly legal 
and perfectly justifiable tliat A should 
• undersell B in the prico of bis sugars. 

But it is neither legal nor justifiable for 
j A to enter into a conspiracy with C, L), 

' E and E, all doing business in other 
towns, to sell sugar at a protit in their 
respective towns in order to give a certain 
proportion of those profits to A, in order 
that he may undersell B at a loss to him- 
self, until B is ruined and has to go out 
j of business. 

The usual effect aimed at in combin- 
ing different concerns is to save some of 
the expenses of management, and so 
turn out products at a cheaper rate. 
But as full blown trusts are illegal, their 
management is expensive, and also the 
corporations from which the tru»t was 
j evolved still remain in form, though 
not in substance, as before. There are 
still boards of directors to register the 
decr«*-s of the trust magnates, tho chair- 
man still signs his name and the secre- 
tary still uttlxes the common seal of the 
corporation. For these futile services, 
good payments are made. 

So that trust* in this present form do 
, not save any money iu expenses of man- 
agement. The suppression of competi- 
j tion and the limitation of production aro 
1 the two factors by which trusts make 
: large profits. 

By including all the principal concerns 
in tlie trust when first formed, the ele- 
ment of competition is soon eliminated 
j by ruining tho smaller concerns. This 
is done, us before told, by underselling 
! them at a loss. Having thus obtained u 
I practical monopoly, the trust next limits 
j production so tliut prices rise until a 
comfortable profit is assured.

Farmers have a multitude of use* for 
suit. They place it in licking pans, to 
keep their cuttle und sheep in gi*>d 
health. They sprinkle f-xlder with it. 
Butler will not keep without salt, so 
large quantities of it aro used for this 
purpose. Then every ono knows tliut 
cheese does not taste of salt for nothing. 

The immense meat packing industries 
of the west use very largo quantities of 
suit in making compressed corned beef 
and in other modes of preserving fresh 
meat. 

Fishermen down east also uso salt in 
fish curing. Not a small quantity either, 
since in the year 1 H*(J they paid ijSlSO.sOO 
for it. 

Largo meat packers aro very rich, and 
powerful in a political sense. Nearly 
all their preserved goods nro exported. 
In actual figures $(1,339,077 worth of 
canned beef products, and $3.(117,058 
worth of salted ami pickled beef were 
exported from tlio United States in the 
year 1888. 

But fish cuiiners and meat packers 
huve apparently a much greater pull 
with the powers that be than farmers 
have. Because, whereas the govern- 
ment, in (lie year ending June, 1887, col- 
lected $1,438,031 duty pn imported suit, 
neither the meat packers nor tho fish can- 
tiers paid any portion of this tax, or else 
had a rcluktoof tho amount which they 
paid when their g'Hxls were exported. 

Of the entire quantity of salt iin|M>rted 
into this country, at least two-thirds aro 
for the farmers’ uses. No matter wliut 
price fine foreign suit is, the dairy farmer 
who makes butter must apparently buy 
it or suffer his butter to be classed 1 
among inferior qualities. 

Yet the funner gets no rebate on ac- 
count of the salt in the dairy products 
which he ex|Sirts out of this country. 
The fish curer gets his salt free; the meat 
pucker gets u rebate of the entire duty 
und the farmer gels left.
